Cuban Famflies Flee from Their Burning 
Homes and Starve. 


BOY OF ELEVEN TO BE SHOT 


Fearless Youth Defended the Honor of 
His Sister. 
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DYING FROM HUNGER AND DISEASE 


Natives Are Compelled To Enter the 
Spanish Army and Fight Against 
Home and Kin. 


Jacksonville, July 28.—(Special.)—Weyler’s 
policy of burning the homes of peaceful 
Cubans is attended by almost indescribeable 
horrors, according to advices from Havana. 
The official reports state that the:Spaniards 
burned nearly 5,000 houses last week. 

In many cases these houses were cccupied 
by women only, the men being in the in- 
surgent army. When the women were 
found alone, they were frequently forced to 
submit to the soldiers. 

This campaign of the torch which Weyler 
has inaugurated is forcing the country peo- 
ple into the cities, where they are dying 
by scores of hunger and disease. Many of 
the refugees die of exhaustion before they 
reach the cities. 

Family of Eight Starve. 

The Fernandinez family,. consisting of 
father, mother and six children, were driven 
from their home by Spaniards last week, 
and the house burned.

TELLS. SENSATIONAL sToRY 


Says His Wife Was Not To Blame for 
Her Indiscretion. 


MEANT TO KILL WHEN HE PULLED TRIGGER 


Statement Was a Surprise to the 
Friends of the Parties and Creat- 
ed an Added Sensation. 


Orlando, Fla., July 28.—(Special.)—The 
shooting of Captain W. Bailey Tucker by 
Alfred St. Clair Abrams Sunday night 
caused a sensation because of the promi- 
nence of the men, and the sensation was 
increased tcday when it became known 
that the shooting was due to the alleged 
compromising of Mrs. Abrams by Tucker, 
and net to political lifferences as had been 
supposed. Abrams today made the follow- 
ing statement: 

For four years Tucker has been my 
enemy, but I never would have shot him 
if he had left my wife alone. Two 
weeks ago I received a letter that all 
was not right and advising me to take 
my wife away from Orland), where 
she was spending the summer. I came 
to Orlando, instituted inquiries and 
learned that the statements in the let- 
ter were true. I then sent my wife to 
her mother in Ohio and made further 
inquiries to discover the man who had 


wrecked my home, 
Sunday I learsed that Tucker was 


the guilty person, and determined to

In, addi- 
tion to the loss of life reported last night 
at the camp of the Eighth Ward ifunting 
and Fishing Club of Allegheny, eight 
more deaths were reported today in other 
Places. 

At the boarding house of Samuel McKin- 
ney, at Cecil, Washington county, thirteen 
merry-makers were preparing for a dance 
last night, when they were carried away 
almost without a moment’s warning, coop- 
ed up in a float house, and seven of them 
were drowned. Before being rescued the 
others were in the water, some for hours, 
others all night, and the experience they 
went through will never be forgotten. 

The dead were found today strewn all 
along the flood-swept valley of Mililer’s 
run—the nearest two miles from the scene 
of the district and the furthest eight miles 
below.

Four of the 
children died of hunger and exhaustion, and 
the parents carried the dead little ones in 
their arms. 

On the fifth day, when about six miles 
from Matanzas, the father, mother and the 
other two cBildren succumbed, and were 
found a few hours later, all dead, save the 
father, who lived only long enough to tell 
the story. In the mother’s arms was a babe 
only a few weeks old. 

Driven to the cities, the men are com- 
pelled to enter the Spanish army, while the 
women become the sport of the troops. 
Weakened by lack of food, these refugees 
become easy victims of yellow fever. In the 
hospitals of Matanzas, Havana and San- 
tiago it is estimated that there are 11,000 
yellow fever and smallpox patients. Of 
these about 7,000 are Spanish soldiers. 

The exodus from the island continues, 
every steamer being crowded. Official] re- 
ports show that nearly 50,000 persons have 
left Cuba since Weyler’s arrival. But these 
figures do not cover the exodus, for hun- 
dreds, too poor to pay passage, have taken 
refuge on the 4ittle keys adjoining Cuba, 
where they are subsisting on fruit and fish. 

Child Condemned to Death. 

Joseph E. Gato, a Cuban boy, only eleven 
years old, has been condemned to death at 
Puerto-Principe for killing a Spanish officer 
who assaulted the boy's sister. The Span- 
iard forced his way into the girl’s room 
and seized her, and the girl’s screams 
aroused her little brother. The boy had a 
gun, and when he saw his sister’s peril he 
placed the weapon against the officer’s head 
and blew out his brains. The girl, to save 
her brother, claimed at the trial that she 
herself shot the officer, but her plea did 
not avail. 


SULPHUR FUMES KILLED LLOYD 


Insects in a Wall Lead to a Death in 
Mississippi. 


Anniston, Ala., July 28.—(Special.)—Mr. 
Hiram Lloyd, of this county, met a pecu- 
liar death a few days since at Barton, 
Miss., where he was temporarily residing. 

He cleaned out a cistern one morning and 
finding a lot of insects upon the sides and 
bottom set fire to sume sulphur to kill them. 

That afternoon he again went into the 
cistern to remove the dead insects, but the 
fumes from the burnt sulphur were so 
strong that he instantly began climbing 
out again. 

He became unconscious, however, and fell 
back and died before he could be rescued. 
The remains were brought here for burial.

Jersey City, N. J., July 28.—Superintend- 
ent William H. Peddles, of the Central 
Railroad of New Jersey, was called on yes- 
terday by a man who demanded $2,000,000 
in Central of New Jersey and Baltimore 
and Ohio bonds.

The speak- 
ers were very much excited and those in 
favor of the admission of anarchists hotly 
contended that if they were not admitted 
the congress would not be internationally 
representative in its scope, and that its 
decisions and conclusions would not carry 
the weight which they would otherwise 
have. The opponents of the proposition 
declared with equal spirit that the ad- 
mission of the anarchists would have the 
effect of leading the general public to be- 
lieve that the socialists favored the an- 
archisiic propaganda, which, the speakers 
contended, was not the case. 

Eventually another vote was taken and 
it was decided 203 to 104 to refuse to recog- 
nize them. 

The anarchist would-be delegates were 
outside the hall waiting for a decision, 
and when it was announced to them they 
became highly indignant. It was finally 
decided to force an entrance into the hall, 
and the decision was no sooner arfived at 
than it was carried out. A rush was made 
for the doorkeepers, who were speedily 
upset, and the crowd of anarchists made 
their way to the gallery. Then arose a 
perfect babel. The delegates shouted in 
their native tongues—Russian, Polish, 
French, German, Italian, Spanish and Eng- 
lish—that the tntruders should be put out. 

Finally when the voice of a speaker could 
be heard above the din, Tom Mann and 
James Kier Hardie addressed the chair in 
advocacy of the admission of one of the 
anarchists. Other speakers opposed. the 
proposition and the excitement continued 
until it appeared that there was a decidedly 
favorable chance of yesterday’s disgrace- 
ful scene being repeated.

TRAGIC DEATHS WERE MANY. 


Life Taken by the Winds and Hun- 


dreds Painfully Hurt 

Pittsburg, Pa., July 28.—The cyclone 
which struck western Pennsylvania last 
evening caused widespread destruction of 
property and several lives were lost. 

John Fiegus and George Miller, with 
several companions, were in camp on the 
banks of the Allegheny river, near ASs- 
pinwall. Their tents were sheltered be- 
neath a large sycanfore tree. Either the 
lightning or the wind tore a huge limb 
from the tree and it dropped directly on 
the tent in which the members of the 
club had sought shelter. Fiegus’s skull 
was crushed. Miller was pinned to the 
earth and his back broken. 

Five other members of the party were 
held to the ground under the heavy limb, 
all severely injured. Their more fortunate 
companions came to their relief and sum- 
moned medical assistance. 

John Aufholder met his death while 
striving to reach a place of shelter from 
the hurricane, on Second avenue, near 
Greenfield avenue. Just as he reached it 
with his teant a heavy sign was ‘torn 
from its fasterings and crushed him down 
in his wagon. Death was instantaneous, 
his skull being crushed and his neck 
broken. 

Many buildings were unroofed, hundreds 
of trees uprooted, electric wires pros- 
trated, windows shattered, outbuildings 
and even some dwellings upset and ruined.

LIVELY SESSION WAS HELD 


For Awhile It Looked as if There 
Would Be a Split. 


PATRIOTIC ACTION, HOWEVER, WAS TAKEN 


Colonel Burch Introduced Resolutfong 
Which Were Enthusiastically 
Adopted. ~ 


Waycross, Ga., July 28.—(Special.)—Hon. 
F. H. Burch, of Eastman, and a number 
of other prominent silver democrats reached 
Waycross last night and were joined this 
morning by delegates from various coun- 
ties to the anti-Brantley meeting here. 

The meeting was held this morning in 
the Phoenix hotel, room 29. 

The convention met in the parlor of the 
Phoenix hotel at 11 o'clock. Colonel J. E. 
Tillman, of Brooks, was made chairman, 
and Colonel Owens Johnston, of Glynn, 
secretary. 

There was full and free discussion of mat- 
ters before the convention. Colonel Burch 
made an eloquent speech, in which he paid 
a high personal compliment to Mr. Brantley, 
and said he was willing to lay aside his 
personal ambition and support Mr. Brant- 
ley for congress, as he believed the latter 
was in favor of the free coinage of gold and 
Silver at 16 to 1. 

Colonel Burch said that he received a 
personal letter a few days ago from Mr. 
Brantley, which led him to believe that the 
brilliant young statesman from Glynn was 
a true advocate of the democracy as in- 
corporated in the Chicago platform. Other 
delegates also made speeches on the same 
line, speaking in highest praise of Mr. 
Brantley’s ability and integrity, and pledg- 
ing their support to him. 

This, however, was not the sentiment at 
the opening of the convention. Thé silver 
men felt that a wrong had been done them 
by the old democratic executive cummuttee 
of the district of which C. R. Pendleton was 
chairman. They regarded the action of the 
committee in calling the St. Simon’s con- 
vention as illegal, claiming that the ma- 
jority of the members of the committee 
were represented only by proxy. They re- 
garded the nomination of Mr. Brantley as 
illegal also, and wanted to issue a mani- 
festo, asking the state democratic executive

The first resolution that was reported by 
committee incorporated the full text of the 
foregoing, and came near being adopted.” 

It was a bitter denunciation of the action 
of the old executive committee. Wut there 
was an inclination on the part of some of 
the delegates to vote down the resolution. 
The convention adjourned for dinner until 
2 o'clock. 

After dinner the delegates began to dis- 
cuss the wisdom and advisability of adopt- 
ing the resolutions. It was 4 o’clock befure 
the afternoon session was called. 

New facts had been presented to the dele- 
gates. The subject, thus illumined, appeal- 
ed to the delegates in the interest of demo- 
cratic harmony. and a full democratic sup- 
port of Brantley. 

Colonel F. H. Burch introduced the fol- 
lowing, which was unanimously adopted by 
a rising vote: 

“To the Voters of the Eleventh Congres- 
sional District—By request of a large num- 
ber of democrats from various parts of the 
district, we have met here in conference, 
and while here there has been a strong dis- 
position on the part of many to repudiate 
the action of the St. Simon’s convention in 
nominating a candidate for congress for 
this district, and to refuse to abide said 
nomination or support its nominee for the 
reason that high-handed methods wete em- 
ployed by the recent district committee 
which permitted three goldbugs, two of 
whom wre federal office holders, to cal] a 
convention and dictate such manner of 
electing delegates as was considered unfair 
and undemocratic, and notwithstanding our 
provocation is great, we accept and will 
abide the action of the St. Simon’s con- 
vention. New men have been placcd at the 
relm of affairs, and we have an abiding 
faith in the return of true democratic prin- 
ciples as set forth in the Chicago platform 
and exemplified in our candidate for presi- 
dent of the United States, and to that end 
we abide the nomination of W. G. Brantley 
as the active, earnest champion of the cause

The “silver craze,” which was once 
dominant only in the south and west, has 
reached the strongholds of sound money 
in the east and is making friends rap- 


idly. ! 

Among those who have recently de- 
clared their loyalty to democracy, as 
presented through the national platform 
adopted at Chicago, is ex-District Attor- 
ney General James W. Ridgway, of 
Brookyln, a close political friend of Mr. 
Hill. Mr. Ridgway’s declaration means 
not only that Bryan and Sewall are the 
nominees of the democratic party, but he 
goes further and declares that: 


No better reason exists for the over-

Mr. Goulding, like Mr. Ridgway, does 
not speak for the mere indorsement of 
the skeleton ticket, but he comes down to 
the principles which underlie that 
ticket. He describes the misgovernment 
of the last twenty years, culminating in 
the administration of President Cleve- 
land, who failed to carry out the plat- 
form upon which he was nominated and 
elected.

American policy of bimetallism, Judge 
Scott says: 


Are we to become a nation of paupers 
to satisfy the gold kings of Wall street 
and the effete monarchies of Europe? 
Are our American homes, of which we 
have boasted to much, to be a thing of 
the past, and the American people be- 
come a nation of serfs? Are our people 
to be enslaved by the money monarchs? 

Carrying his protest still further, Judge 
Scott declares that one of the controlling 
factors which have operated in raising 
the percentage of tenants in America, 
as opposed to home owners, has been 
the demonetization of silver and the 
selling his gold bonds to England. He 
also declares that, during its infancy, 
this country adopted bimetallism with- 
out asking permission of any foreign 
power on earth and that whatever pros- 
perity this country has enjoyed is due 
mainly to the just and equal recognition 
which silver has received. 

After thoroughly discussing the finan- 
cial situation, Judge Scott concludes his 
arraignment of the British gold standard 
in the following strong language: 

Has the treason of Benedict Arnold in 
selling himself for British gold at last 
been made honorable? That convention 
will be written in history as the Eng- 
lish “gold standard” syndicate. 

What a spectacle! After having whip- 
ped England twice and mastered her 
in diplomacy, what is now called the 
great republican party of America+ 
America, with a population of nearly 
70,000,000 people who have never yet 
been taught to ask permission of any 
foreign power on earth to enjoy their 
rights under this constitution—at last, 
under the whip and spurof J. Pierpont 
Morgan and the Rothschilds of London, 
compels every true American citizen to 
bow his head in shame.

NO REAL CONFUSION. 


“Coin”? Harvey Explains How Harmo- 
ny Will Be Brought About. 
From The New York Journal. 

Chicago, July 26.—What appears to be an 
irreconcilable confusion resulting from the 
failure of the St. Louis convention to 
nominate Sewall is not such, and harmony 
will soon be brought about. 

The fact that Bryan’s name is to be on 
both tickets will bring about a fusion of 
electors in each state that will draw out 
the full strength of both the democratic 
and people’s party votes. To illustrate it: 
Illionois has twenty-four electoral votes. 
The democratic state convention should 
name, say, twenty electors, and the people’s 
party state convention four electors. In 
many states, under the Australian ballot 
system, the same name of a candidate or 
elector cannot go cn two or more tickets. 
This is obviated by putting the names of 
the twenty democratic electors and four 
peop:e’s party electors all on the demoasatic 
ticket. In states where the people’s party 
has more votes than the democratic party, 
and there are some ten or twelve of these, 
the above plan will be reversed by putting 
the democratic electors on the people's 


party ticket. 

In the case of Illinois, as above cited, a 
people’s party man would vote his ticket 
straight by putting a cross at the head of 
it, but, as the place for electors on that 
ticket is blank, he would, after voting his 
party ticket, go over to the democratic 
ticket on the Australian ballot and cross the 
names of the twenty-four electors. 

It is also worthy of suggestion that, in 
view of the large number of republican 
votes that ere being organized under the 
national bimetallic party they should also 
be invited to name one or more electors in 
each state that will be recognized and 
placed upon the ticket. 

If this combined movement, now assum- 
ing form, should be successful in Novem- 
ber, the result would be as follows: 

If there were enough straight democratic 
electors elected to make a majority in the 
electoral college, it will mean Bryan and 
Sewall. If not, then it means Bryan and 
Watson. By this plan it is not necessary 
for Sewall to withdraw from the ticket, 
and it is better for him to stay on—the 
peoples party are given a hope of electing 
their candidate for vice president 
and a chance to hold their party organi- 
zation together. It means the combined 
strength of the organization of the two 
political bodies in a common movement. * * * 

It should be remembered that by the con- 
stitution and laws of the United States 
the people do not elect a president and 
vice president. What the people do is to 
elect electors, who meet at the capitols of 
their respective states and cast their votes 
for whomsoever they may choose for pres- 
ident and vice president. It is electors 
that we elect, and not a president and 
vice president. The electors elect them, The 
electors may vote for such persons for 
president and vice president as they may 
elect to so vote for. The nomination of 
candidates for president and vice president 
is a custom without sanction of law, and 
by usage the electors are expected to vote 
for such persons as their national conven- 
tion has declared for. 

Hence :t will be readily understood that 
a division by naming Sewall for vice presi- 
dent on the democratic ticket and Watson 
for vice president on the populist ticket 
does not, in its result, by a fusion plan, di- 
vide the vote of the people, but in effect 
operates to make certain the election of 
either Sewall or Watson. It is only in a 
few states, by reason of the law, there will 
be a complication or need of specially 
educating the voters. In mst of the states 
the names of the same electors can go on 
both tickets.

GUS FAMBLES IS RESPITED. 


Governor Atkinson Has Issued an Or- 
der Staying the Execution of the 
Twiggs County Negro. 


Gus Fambles will not hang on August 
7th, the day set for his execution for the 
murder of Mr. Nobles, of Twiggs county. 

Governor Atkinson has, for the second 
time, interfered in the case of Fambles 
and postponed the carrying out of the 
death sentence. And the action was taken 
in both Instances on account of the case 
of Mrs. Nobles, who was implicated in the 


\ crime with Fambles. 


The governor is determined to see that 
the fate of Fambles goes with that of 
Mrs. Nobles and he will not let the negro 
be hanged untli Mrs. Nobles’s case is de- 
cided by the supreme court. The case was 
recently taken to that court and the death 
Sentence pronounced on the woman was 
Suspended by order of the court. 

The governor has granted Fambles a re- 
spite until Friday, October 16th next. In 
his official order the governor notes the 
fact that Mrs. Nobles’s case is in the su- 
pbreme court and will not be decided for 
several months, and in view of that fact 
he orders the sheriff of Twiggs county to 
delay the hanging of Fambles until the 
date mentioned. 

There is a strong sympathy for the ne- 
&To and the respite granted pending the 
settlement of Mrs, Nobles’s case will be 
favorably regarded in Twiggs county, 
many thinking that Fambles is no more 
gusty than is Mrs. Nobles. It is safe to 
Say that he will not be punished for the 
crime before \the case of Mrs. Nobles is 
finally disposed of. 


The Governor’s Order of Respite. 


The governor’s order respiting Fambles 
reads: 


Atlanta, Ga., July 27, 1896.—To the 
Sherif of iggs County: Whereas, 
sae Fambles was convicted in the supe- 
rior court of Twiggs county of the of- 
fense of murder, and was _ sentehced 
therefore to be executed on the 17th day 
of August, 1896, and, 

Whereas, the case of Mrs. Nobles, who 
was sentenced to death for the same 
crime, is now in the supreme court and 
will not be disposed of for some months; 
you are, therefore, hereby directed to 
postpone the execution of said sentence 
of death upon the said Gus Fambleg until 
Friday, the 16th day of October, 1896, 
when, in the absence of any legal order 
otherwise directing, you will proceed to 
execute the final judgment of the court 
in said case. Herein fail not.

HE WAS CALLED BACK 


Mr. Cabaniss To Visit the President with 
Secretary Smith. 


HE WAS NEARLY + HOME 


But Received a Message at Toccoa Re- 
calling Him, 


WHAT HIS VISIT TO GRAY GABLES MAY MEAN 


The Secretary To Explain Why It Was 
Necessary for His Paper To Come 
Out for Democracy. 


The shedding of light on the sudden re- 
turn of Mr. H. H. Cabaniss to Washington 
reveals a state of affairs which seems to 
have direct bearing on the pending retire- 
ment of Secretary Hoke Smith from the 
‘cabinet. 

Mr. Cabaniss is to go to Buzzard’s Bay 
with Mr. Smith. It was for this purpose 
that he was recalled to Washington, but 
for what purpose the trip is to be made 
the stars hereabouts do not make clear. 

But they are to journey to Gf®ver to- 
gether and there is a large and well-de- 
veloped theory abroad in explanation of 
the visit. Mr. Cabaniss was expected to 
arrive on the Southern’s vestibule train 
Monday afternoon, but he came not. 

But a telegram from him came. He had 
got as far south as Toccoa when the flying 
message from the fecretary of the interior 
overtook him. The messags was of the 
urgent kind and asked Mr. Cabaniss to 
hurry back to Washington at once and go 
with the secretary to Buzzard’s Bay to 
see Mr. Cleveland. 

Mr. Cabaniss wired his home office here 
explaining this and caught the northbound 
vestibule and went back. He arrived in 
Washington yesterday morning and what 
transpired during the day has not been 
told. But that he is going to Buzzard’s 
Bay with the secretary to talk about the 


‘retirement of the secretary seems a settled 


fact. 

The speculators who have been analyzing 
the situation present a very plausible 
theory. They say it was only a matter 
of great urgency that called Mr. Cabaniss 
back to Washington, as he was to be here 
today to participate in a ‘family wedding. 

That matter, they say, was to explain 
to the president why it was necessary for 
The Journal to come into the democratic 
camp and support Bryan and Sewall in 
opposition to the president and all of his 
followers. 

Mr. Cleveland, it is said, was angered 
at Secretary Smith’s action and the re- 
lations between the two became strained.

All of Mr.-Smith*s efforts to explain prov- 
ing futule, it is thought that he has called 
in Mr. Cabaniss to strengthen his position 
by showing that it was absolutely neces- 
Sary aS a business step that The Journal 
declare for Bryan and Sewall. 

The explanation as it will be made, with 
the help of Mr. Cabaniss, is that The Jour- 
nal is published in a solid democratic com- 
munity, where the silver men are vastly 
in the majority. To bolt the party or op- 
pose the nominee would be suicidal from 
a business standpoint, as there would be 
a consequent falling off in patronage which 
the paper could not stand. This, accord- 
ing to the belief here, the secretary, with 
Mr. Cabaniss’s help, will endeavor to make 
plain to the president. They will urge 
that the president could not expect The 
Journal to make a sacrifice of its interests 
by following a reckless policy, certain to 
end in ruin. They will make the president 
see that it was not disloyalty to him, but 
purely a matter of business preservation 
that forced the paper to the course it is 
now pursuing. Demanding extreme sur- 
render of conviction from all who follow 
him, those who are on to the situation 
here at home do not think that Mr. Cleve- 
land should expect the secretary to sacri- 
fice his property by pursuing a course 
which would mean wreck and disaster from 
a financial standpoint. 

The peresident may be made able to un- 
derstand and he may forgive the secretary. 
Such at least is the view taken of Mr. 
Cabaniss’s sudden recall, about which 
there is little information here. Mr. Cab- 
aniss is expected back home Friday or 
Saturday.

Washington, July 28.—The weather bu- 
reau’s weekly crop bulletin issued today 
contains the following: 

VIRGINIA—Richmond: Weather has 
continued generally favorable for crop 
growth, harvesting, thrashing and fall 
plowing, except in western portion; corn 
and tobacco are very -promising, also 
gardens and pastures; wheat is thrash- 
ing below average, and oats giving 
average yield; army worm has appeared 
in southwest portion. 

NORTH CAROLINA—Raleigh: Warm 
weather, with abundant sunshine and 
sufficient rain, improved all crops mate- 
rially; cotton, corn, sorghum, tobacco, 
sweet potatoes, field peas and rice all in 
excellent condition; some cotton bolls 
nearly open; tobacco being damaged by 
flea-bugs, but cures better this week; 
grapes fine; all other fruit poor. 

SOUTH CAROLINA — Hot humid 
weather, with light scattered showers, 
favorable for rice, peas, sugarcane, 
sweet potatoes and forage crops; corn 
maturing satisfactorily: cotton improved 
generally, although reports of rust, shed- 
ding and excessive weed are received; 
tobacco curing well; grapes abundant, 
and of superior quality. 

GEORGIA—Plenty of sunshine, high 
temperature and occasional showers 
have been very favorable to all crops; 
corn is unusually fine; cotton, as a rule, 
doing remarkably well, is fruiting rapid- 
ly and some bolls are opening, though 
there {is some complaint of rust and 
shedding; pastures are excellent; melons 
small and inferior; grapes rotting badly. 

FLORIDA—Week decidedly more fav- 
orable; excellent for saving fodder, and 
has put cotton in better condition; cotton 
opening and some being picked; corn, 
cane and potatoes generally satisfactory; 
Orange trees growing rapidly. 

ALABAMA—Warm and generally fav- 
orable; cotton continues to fruit heavily, 
but has considerable rust, with some 
shedding; cotton picking about to begin; 
corn maturing and fodder being pulied; 
cane, peanuts, sweet potatoes and millet 
excellent; large hay crop being made. 

MISSISSIPPI—Drought and heat in- 
jurious; cotton shedding and opening 
prematurely; first bales of cotton re- 
ceived on 22d, much earlier than, usual; 
corn, gardens and other crops seriously 
injured by drought. 

LOUISIANA—Week hot and dry; situ- 
ation critical; in many northern parishes 
stock water is scarce and pastures burnt 
up; cotton deteriorating rapidly in north 
portion, and a great deal of shedding, 
some rust also reported; corn bad in 
north portion, but good in south; rice 
suffering; cane generally excellent, but 
needs rain. 

TEXAS—Dry, warm weather prevailed 
during the week; cotton growing and 
fruiting nicely, except in a few localities 
where it never recovered from effects of 
the drought, but, as a whole, the crop 
is promising; picking continues in south- 
ern portion, is extending, and will be- 
come general over the state by the mid- 
dle of August; late corn continues im- 
proving; rice has been benefited; plow- 
ing for fall crops has commenced. 

ARKANSAS—Abundant rain in north- 
east counties, and all crops flourishing; 
elsewhere drought continues; cotton con- 
tinues to shed squares and leaves, and 
is opening rapidly; the first bale has 
been marketed; old corn is ruined and 
late corn on the verge of destruction; all 
minor crops suffering; a general] rain 
much needed. 

TENNESSEE—Except in eastern por- 
tion, conditions slightly more favorable, 
but sunshine much needed to restore 
failing conditions; early corn about as- 
sured, late corn not maturing well: cot- 
ton generally fine growth, but slight 
damage by rust in western portion; rains 
have damaged tobacco considerably, still 
crop reported good; growing crops in 
fair condition.

Weekly Bulletin Shows Alabama Crops 
in Good Condition, 
Montgomery, Ala., July 28.—(Special.)— 
The following is Section Director Chaffee’s 

crop report for the week: 

During the week ending July 27th the 
weather over this section contrasted very 
favorably with that of the previous week, 
and was marked by hot days, especially 
during the first four days, when the tem- 
perature averaged several degrees above 
the normal with ample sunshine, while 
even the nights were warm; very little 
rain occurred in the southern counties, 
which had excessive rains last week, and

There is every indication now that the 
movement of new winter wheat will be 
very moderate this summer and spring 
wheat receipts are likely to show a fur- 
ther decrease before long. it is not in the 
Visible supply statement, however, that 
one can expect a sufficient stimulus to 
advance prices, If there is to be any 
material rise in the market it will come 
from the growing conviction of limited 
future supplies from the present crop, sup- 
plemented by an export demand.

Supreme Court Decides the Butler 
Street Paving Was Not Legal. 


The supreme court has handed down 
an important decision affirming the 
action of Judge Lumpkin in enjoining the 
assessment on Butler street property own- 
ers for vitrified brick paving. 

The court decided that the city authori- 
ties could not sign a petition on behalf of 
property. Since the ordinance in question 
depended for its validity on the signature 
of Mayor King for the 300 feet frontage of 
the Grady hospital, it is illegal and cannot 
be enforced. 

The citizens and property owners making 
the contest were Mrs. Sallie R. Powers, J. 
N. Smith, B. F. Floyd, N. C. Hoke and 
others, who were represented by Attorney 
H. A. Alexander, 

The contractor that laid the vitrified 
brick paving on Butler street was the 
Standard Paving Company, of Chattanooga. 
The decision of the supreme court does 
not affect the city, as the company laying 
the brick agreed to accept the fi. fas. 
against the property owners in payment 
of its claim without any recourse, 

The principal benhéficlaries of the pave- 
ment are the Gracy sespital and the South- 
ern Medical college and the Atlanta Med- 
ical college. Each one of these institutions 
has paid the assessment allotted them, 
which is a considerable pertion of the en- 
tire cost. Other property owners have 
paid one-fourth of their assessment and 
have given notes for the balance. 

It is said the decision of the supreme 
court will have the result of stopping the 
long continued custom of the city signing 
paving petitions.

The crop bulletin issued yesterday by the 
weather man contains very encouraging 
news for the farmers. It reads as fol- 
lows: 

“The combined influence of the high 
temperature, average amount of sunshine 
and frequent local showers, during the 
last week, has wrought a decided improve- 
ment in crops throughout the state. The 
general condition of the cotton crop is ex- 
cellent. There are still some complaints of 
rust, and that the plant is shedding rapid- 
ly, but on the whole this crop is exception- 
ally good, considering the adverse condi- 
tions prevalent during a few weeks past. 
The bolls are growing rapidly and in many 
localities some are opening, and picking will 
begin before long. Corn is said to be very 
fine and abundant. The crop has been laid 
by and fodder gathering is now in 
progress. The sowing of winter cabbage 
and turnip seed has been in progress dur- 
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The water department will strictly ene 
force the ordinance adopted by the council 
at the last meeting, making it a violation 
of the law for any person to tap a water 
main without giving due notice to the wa- 
ter office. It seems that certain parties in 
the city have been using water from pipes 
Which had no meters attached—using the 
City’s water withcut paying for the same. 

Whens the water board discovered that 
Water owas being stolen, steps were taken to 
prosecute the guilty parties, but it Was 
found that there was no law prohibiting 
the tapping of pipes and water mains. No 
@rrests could be made, but from now on 
the board can prohibit the use of water and 
the tapping of pipes.

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SITUATION IN COAL RATES. | TRLLS rita THRY CHT | 
Proposed Reduction Strikes the Rail- Ik 

road Managers with Surprise. 

The railroad managers and traffic men 
stated yesterday that they were takén by 
surprise when the state railroad commis- 
sion took up the coal rates for a general 
revision and reduction. 

The Central was represented at the 
meeting by President Comer, Traffic Man- 
ager Shellman, General Freight Agent 
Winburne; Traffic Manager Joseph E. 
Brown was there for the Western and At- 
lantic; Mr. Haden Miller, freight agent, 
for the Southern; General Freight and Pas- 
senger Agent A. G. Jackson for the Geor- 
gia, General Ajgent Cheatham for. the 
Seaboard and General Freight Agent 
Stone for the Georgia southern and 
Florida. 

Commissioner Crenshaw took charge of 
the case. He stated that he had prepared 
a new tariff of rates which he thought 
would be just and fair to the roads and 
to the consumers. He explained that the 
roads are not charging the full locals al- 
lowed by the commission and that he 
thought this indicated that the rates should 
be revised. Complaints had been made 
from Griffin, Barnesville and Forsyth 
about the rates to those points being too 
high compared with rates to Atlanta and 
Macon. 

Mr. Comer stated that the roads were 
not prepared to discuss the question of 
a general revision. He and the other 
railroad Officials said that they appeared, 
understanding that only certain rates were 
to be argued. Mr. Jackson and Mr, Brown 
said that they would like to have an op- 
portunity to compare the proposed rates 
with the tariffs ot neighboring states. Mr. 
Comer stated that he had heard of 
but one complaint, the one from Griffin. 
He had taken that up and thought that 
@ point had been reached where it could 
be settled without referring it to the com- 
mission. Major Shellman stated that he 
thought the Central charged the full lo- 
Cals petween stations, 

Mr. Crenshaw replied that the rate from 
Durham mines to Griffin: allowed by the 
commission was $2.44 a ton, while the rate 
was $1.60 by the Central. The rate to At- 
lanta by the Central was $1.06 and the 
Central had to haul the freight through 
Griffin to get it here. In reply it was 
stated that the Central handles very littie 
coal into Atlanta from the Durham mines. 
The rate from that mine is based on the 
short line mileage to Atlanta and the Cen- 
tral is not the short line. 

In reply to a question Commissioner 
Crenshaw stated that he considered the 
rates on coal from Alabama and Tennessee 
too high. He argued that coal makes more 
business than anything else which a gsail- 
road can haul and that therefore the 
roads could afford to handle it cheaply. 
The roads do not have to pay for loading 
the cars, he said, and he thought the pres- 
ent tariff should be reduced. 

Mr. Jackson, of the Georgia, observed 
that coal cars are hauled loaded only in 
one direction. alge,’ return empty, where- 
as box cars usually go back loaded and 
produce revenue both ways. 

The railroad officials asked for more time 
in which to think over the subject and to 
make some comparative statements. Then 
there Was more argument as to the time 
required. The roads wanted a month. Mr. 
Crenshaw stated that the coal dealers 
wanted the question settled so that they 
could .know how to place their orders four 
their fall supplies. Several coal dealers 
were present, but they took no part in the 
argument. 

Mr. Comer stated that there is no money 
in the coal carrying business M this state. 
He added that he is far more largely in- 
terested in enterprises which are large 
consumers of coal and he had not heard 
any complaints in regard to freight rates. 

Finally it was decided to call the case 
again next Tuesday, August 4th. 

The tariff proposed by Commissioner 
Crenshaw makes a considerable reduction 
in the local rates. If it goes into effect 
the rates from Alabama and Tennessee will 
have to come down into line.

Thev knew 
but little about the merits of the con- 
test for the traffic on the Chesapeake 
bay, and asto the “satisfactory 
through car arrangements,” they in- 
ferred from communications from the 
management of the Seaboard Air-Line, 
which had appeared in the newspaners,

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The letter of Commissioner . 8S. Haines, 
of the Southern States Freight Association 
to Chairman Trammell, of the Georgia 
State Railroad Commission, was made pub- 
lic yesterday. Colonel Haines defends the 
course of the executive board in declar- 
ing a cut of 80 per cent on through rates 
from the east into Atlanta. He quotes from 
Vice President St. John's letter to show the 
Seaboard’s demands and states that the 
association lines had absolutely no power 
to grant or compel the concessions which 
Mr. St. John asked. The commission says 
that the roads took under consideration 
the chairman’s notice that he would reduce 
the local rates if the through rates were 


cut. 
In his letter Commissioner. Haines says: 

The Southern States Freight Associa- 
tion, Office of the Commissioner; H. 8. 
Haines Commissioner—Atlanta, Ga., 
July 25, 1896—Colonel L. N. Trammell, 
Chairman Railroad Commission of Geor- 
gia, Atlanta, Ga. Dear Sir: I have the 
honor to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter of the 21st instant, enclosing 
copy of your letter of the same date to 
Mr. EB. St. John, vice president of the. 
Seaboard Air-Line, and avail myself of 
the earliest practicable opportunity to 
make this reply. 

In your letter to Mr. St. John you re- 
fer to a reduction by the Seaboard Air- 
Line, made effective on July 17th, of 
about 35 per cent inthe through 
freight rates from Baltimcre to Atlanta 
and to loca: stations on that line, as 
well as to a correspoffliing reduction in 
its through passenger rates. You ex- 
press the opinion that if these reduc- 
tions are continued without like reduc- 
tions in local rates within the state of 
Georgia, the effect will be disastrous 
to the manufacturing enterprises and 
other industries in the state, and that 
therefore you feel compelled to give no- 
tice that the Georgia railroad commis- 
sion has under consideration the ques- 
tion of reducing the local freight and 
passenger rates Within the state in the 
same proportion that the through rates 
may be reduced, such reductions to be 
concurrent in duration with the through 
reductions in question. 

On behalf of tthe lines, members of 
this association, I desire to express their 
thanks for this timely notice of your 
views as to the probable effect of the 
course recently pursued by the man- 
agement of the Seaboard Air-Line upon 
the prosperity of the interests to which 
you refer, and of the policy which the 
railroad commission of which you are 
chairman has under consideration in 
consequence. This action of the Sea- 
board Air-Line Was as much a surprise 
to its friendly connections as to ‘your- 
self. Although it had ceased since Feb- 
ruary last to be a member of the South- 
ern States Freight Association, it had 
concurred in a maintenance of the es- 
tablished freight rates on competitive 
traffic, and had expressed no objection 
10 the manner in which those rates 
were being maintained by its competi- 
tors. ' 

1 was, therefore, entirely unprepared 
for the information which reached me 
on July 14th, that the Seaboard Air- 
Line had filed with the interstate com- 
merce commission. a full set of tariff 
sheets, effective July 17th, from Boston, 
Providence, NewYork, Philadelnhia, 
Baltimore and Virginia cities to a num- 
ber of competitive points in North Car- 
Olina, South Carolina, Georgia, Ala- 
bama and Tennessee, on average reduc- 
tions of 36 pep.egent from the estab- 
lished rates, ‘Tene. tarit sheets bore 
‘a statement t they were issued with 
the concurrence_of the connections of 
the Seaboard AirmLine, but almost sim- 
ultaneously with their publication no- 
tice was received from those friendly 
connections that these reductions in 
rates had been made i without their 
knowledge or consent, and that they 
would not participate in them. As a 
consequence, these reduced rates were 
only applied between competitive points 
on the Seaboard Air-Line itself, assist- 
ed by its allied line of steamships be- 
tween Baltimore and Norfolk. 

The situation thus presented to the 
managements of the transportation lines 
serving the territory above described 
was indeed serious. At a time when 
freight rates on competitive traffic were 
s0 well maintained that shippers had 
ceased to expect any change in them, 
and were basing their purchases and 
sales upon a continuance of them, it 
suddenly appeared tnat a few competi- 
tive points were to be esvecially favor- 
ed to such an extent as gravely to dis- 
turb @ situation which had been care- 
fully @djusted to place the commerce of 
these @tates on a stable basis of com- 
petition. 

It was a disturbance so0 grave as to 
require careful consideration by those 
upon whom the responsibility of meet- 
ing it was placed, and no step was 
taken by any one of them in advance 
of the conference which was called to 
meet in this city on the 22d instant. At 
that conference your communication of 
the 2ist was considered, and it was de- 
termined to make no reduction in the 
duly established rates until an effort 
had been made to induce the Seaboard 
Air-Line to restore the rates to those 
figures. Accordingly, a committee was 
appointed of representatives of its 
friendly connections to wait upon Vice 
President St. John and ascertain what 

rievances, if any, the Seaboard Air- 
sine had against the transportation 
lines in this territory, and, if possible, 
to bring about such an adjustment of them 
to bring about such an adjustment of 
them as would result in a restoration 
of rates by that line.

ISUES FOR DEPOSITS 


Creditor ef the Old James Bank Wants 
Money Refunded. 


SUIT RECALLS THE FAILURE 


Mrs. Kennedy Says She Was Promised 
a Settlement Within Ten Years, 
but the Time Has Expired. 


The compromise made by Banker John H. 
James with his creditors at the time of 
his failure in business ten years ago seems 
not to have been entirely satisfactory. 

Yesterday morning Mrs. Jane L. Ken- 
nedy, who was a customer of the James 
bank when it suspended business in 1885, 
filed suit against Mr. James for $630, which 
she alleges was to have been paid at the 
expiration of ten years. 

When the bank failed Mrs. Kennedy 
claims to have had on deposit the sum of 
$1,260. As soon as the failure was ani- 
nounced the creditors began to clamor for 
their deposits and besiege the officers ‘of 
the bank for settlement. 

Banker James made a compromise with 
his creditors, setting apart the Central 
bank block on Whitehall street as a fund 
which should be appropriated to the pay- 
ment of 50 cents on the dollar of his in- 
debtedness. A corporation was formed by 
the creditors known as the Central Bank 
Block AssoéTet“n, twe real estate in the 
block of buildings being the capital stock 
of the corporation. 

The creditors were the stockholders to 
the amount of one-half of the money they 
had on deposit when the bank failed. 

Mrs. Kennedy claims that $630 of this stock, 
representing one-half of the amount she 
had on deposit in the James bank, was 
issued her. In addition to this arrange- 
ment she says Banker James promised to 
pay her the remaining 50 cents on the 
dollar at the expiration of ten years from 
the date of the failure of his bank. 

These ten years of grace, Mrs. Kennedy 
claims, have expired, but no check has 
been received by her in cancellation of her 
claim. 

She says she has repeatedly made 1e- 
mands upon Mr. James for the balance due 
her under the alleged terms of conipro- 
mise, but payment has been refused. A 
few days ago Mrs. Kennedy retained At- 
torneys Denson and Haden to represent 
ber in legal proceedings and she has asked 
that Banker James be summoned to ap- 
pear as defendant in her case and show 
why a judgment should not be issved 
against him in the full amount of her 
claim with interest. 

Within a few days suit will also be in- 
stituted against the Central Bank Block 
Association by Mrs. Kennedy for the 
amount of her stock—$630. When this stock 
was issued her it is claimed her husband, 
who is now dead, secured the stock with- 
out her knowledge or consent and hypothe- 
cated it to C. C. Nelson, a broker, to se- 
cure a small loan of about $55. 

Mrs. Kennedy now claims that the stock 
was taken by Broker Nelson and trans- 
ferred to his name by the association. She 

holds that the association is liable for the 
amount of the stock, as she says the trans- 
fer was not in accordance with the by- 
laws of the association. 
Mrs. Kennedy is now very old and it is 
said the $1,260 she had on deposit with the 
James bank represented her savings of a 
lifetime. The interest on the amount of
